Chancellor of the Order on his left 


hand , Inveſted in their peculiar

carries the Swcrd'): and the Vice- 
hamberlain on his left hand: be- 
ore whom the Dean of Windſor, 
Regifter of the Order, having Gar- 
ter Principal Kzng of Arms on his 
right hand, and the Gentleman Lſher

All the Officers being placed, the 
Knights rank themſelves on either 
ſideof the Room in the ſame man- 
ner as they ſit in the Stalls of the 
Chappel, it being Garters duty to 
preſent the Soverergz and all the 
Kmehts with Liſts thereof. | 

Then the Soverergy puts off his
